Maj. A. V. Dalrymple, chief of pro- 
hibition agents in the central district, 
whose recent armed invasion of Iron 
River, Mich., awoke national criticism, 
is facing a sweeping federal court in- 
vestigation of the methods of dry en- 
forcement employed by his office.

WIFE KILLS, BUT 
JURY HOLDS MAN 


AS RESPONSIBLE 


Cruelty Murder, Sui- 


cide Cause, Verdict. 


A few days ago Mrs. Edgar Joynes, 


wearied by her struggles for a living 
and embittered by the loss of her hus- 


band’s love, turned on the gas and 
killed herself and her three children. 
But a coroner’s jury which attended 
the inquest over the bodies of the wom- 
an and her little ones yesterday found 
in their verdict no bit of censure for 


the mother. 


It developed that Joynes had left his 


wife, had gone east, and had sent her | 


only $40 a month—a little less than $10 


a week. She found it impossible to sup- 


port;herself and the children on that 
0 pay the mortgage on the little 
cottage at 5512 West Twenty-sixth 
street. 
Ten dollars a week! The jurors 


pondered that. 


Wanted a Divorce, 

It was learned, too, that Joynes had 
written his wife twice to the effect 
that he had met a woman in the east 
whom he was going to marry. And he 
wanted her, his wife, to get a divorce. 

‘No, the jury, when it had summed 
up the evidence, didn’t blame the 
woman. It blamed the man. More- 
over, and perhaps this is the first in- 
stance of thé’ kind, it held him respon- 
sible for the deaths of his wife and his 
children, and recommended that the 
grand jury indict him for manslaugh- 
ter. 

The jurors in thefr verdict found that 
the $40 was a “paltry sum” that left 
her:in want and despair. 

Wants Examples Made. 

“And we further believe,” the ver- 
dict reads, “that an example should 
be made of men Who treat their fam- 
flies in this manner.” 

“T want to say that I thoroughly ap- 
prove of the jury’s verdict,” said Coro- 
ner Hoffman. “ Men should be made 


to support their families, and men who 
drive their wives to suicide should be 


punished for it. The verdict, to my 
mind, indicates a new era in American 
life. I am proud of that jury.” 

Joynes Is Indignant. 
* Joynes is being held by the Cicero po- 
lice. He gave out a statement yester- 
day afternoon, following his incarcera- 
tion. He was quite indignant. 

“Why, I sent her $40 every month,” 
he said.

DANIELS’ PLANS 
TO BOOST NAVY 
ARE DISREGARDED 


Washington, D. C., March 13.—“In 
the interest of economy ” the three na- 
val construction programs recommenda- 
ed by Secretary Daniels, depending on 
disposition of the peace treaty, were 
disapproved today by a house naval 
subcommittee. 

An appropriation of $72,000,000 for 
continuing the unfinished 1916 pro- 


gram was decided upon by the subcom- 


mittee as the only ship construction 
funds to be provided for the next fiscal 
year. 

The subcommittee decision, although 
yet to be approved by the full commit- 
tee, is regarded virtually as final. To- 
tal appropriations for the department 
under the subcommittee bill would be 
approximately $400,000,000, or $165,- 
000,000 less than required by depart- 
ment officials.

Washington, D. C., March 13.—While 
refusing to comment on military plans 
or policies, Herbert Hoover today told 
the senate committee investigating the 
navy department's conduct of the war 
that owing to shortage of food and 
heavy sinking of allied merchant ships 
by German. submarines conditions 
abroad were critical from April, 1917, 
until September. 

Hoover was called before the commit- 
tee at the request of Rear Admiral 
‘Sims, who asserted that he was best 
qualified to support hig contention that 
the allies were losing the war when the 
, United States joined them, and that 
only a vigorous campaign against the 
U-boats could bring about victory. 

Declines to Comment on Navy. 

Asked if the navy department could 
not have offered more complete «o- 
operation by sending more vessels to 
the critical zone, Hoover declined to 
express an opinion except to say that 
he supposed “everything was done 
that could be.” He told the committee 
that he did not consider himself com- 
petent to testify regarding technical

Hilton Ranks Y ankee Amak

Harold H. Hilton, former British 
champion, by reason of two visits to 
this country is well qualified to dis- 
cuss the merits of British and Ame- 
rican golfers, 

On his first visit in 1911 the British 
amateur won the United States title at 
the Appawamis Country club when he 
defeated Fred Herreshoff at the thirty- 
seventh hole. He came again in 1912, 
and after tying with Chick Evans for 
low score in the qualifying round at 
Chicago Golf club, was. defeated by 
young Gilbert Waldo of then 
a student at Yale. . 

Respects U. 8S. Amateurs. 


These two experiences gave him 


cause to respect the American ama-; 


teurs and in a recent article he ex- 
presses the befief that our amateurs 
have a better chance to win the British 
amateur title than the American pro- 
fessionals hdveto win the British open. 

Hilton’s Belief that a number of 
American amateurs would inyade Great 
Britain was based on rumor, and at 
present there is no indication of any 
leading players making the trip. In 
his opinion there has been little differ- 
ence in the skjll of the leading ama- 
teurs of the two countries during the 
last few years, but he still pins his 
faith in the British professionals 
against Hagen, Brady, and the British 
born pros who have developed their 
games largely in this country. 

Cannot Grasp Our Idea. 

On this topic he says: “I can quite 
appreciate a little of the American op- 
timism in regard to winning the ama- 
teur cup, but cannot quite grasp their 
belief in their players proving equal 
to the task of lifting the open cham- 
pionship.

SUBSTANTIAL COUNTRY HOME. 


HERE was a time, and it was not 

60 Many years ago, when a ma- 

jority of home builders selected 

the seven room frame house as 

the best type, and many thousands of 

them were erected throughout the 

country. There were many rea 

sons why this sort of a home was built, 

not the least of these being their econ- 
omy in cost of construction. 

Every one of my readers will recog- 


mize the home shown in the accom- 


panying illustration as being an old fa- 
miliar friend. The homes they re- 
member may not have been exactly 
like this, but they were so similar that 
one could easily be taken for another. 


There is an axiom among builders 
that, spelled phonetically, “ korners 


_ kount,” meaning that every break in 


a straight wall, both foundation and in 
the superstructure, increases the cost 
That is why these rec 
tanguffar homes were in demand. Be 
sides, this sort of building allowed every 
foot of the interior to be used. 

The house shown here is 26x34 feet, 
but it looks much larger. The sizable 
appearance is obtained by the wide 
front porch, the dormer, windows in the 
attic, and the roof projections. This 
method of breaking the severe lines of 
the house also added to its exterior 
beauty. 

Three of the ceven rooms are on the 
first floor and four on the second. The 
entrance ig into a emall hail or alcove 
of the living room. The latter is of 
good size, 13x15 feet. Adjoining it 
through a cased opening is the dining 
room, 11 feet 6 inches by 16 feet 6 
inches. The wide bay with three win- 
dows makes the dining room pleasant. 


- At the rear, of course, is the kitchen, 


10 feet 6 inches by 13 feet. Adjoining 
the kitchen on one side is a large pan- 
try, and on the other a po:sh set into 
the corner of the house, Pa 


An open stairway out of the living 
room anc an inclosed stair out of the 
kitchen join at the first landing and 
lead to the second floor. Four good 
sized bedrer-™s, each a correr room, 
are shown on the plan. The bathroom, 
located at the end of the central hall 
on the second floor, is convenient to ’ 
all the rooms. . 

Stairs lead from the second floor to 
the attic, which is large, and because 
of the shape of the room provides space 
for additional rooms or for storage. 


| 
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The building is set on a concrete or 
ag foundation and has a concrete 
floor. he best building practice re 
quires that the basement be subdivided 
into rooms—one for the heating plant, 
the adjoining room for the fuel supply. 
one for the laundry and the laundry 
equipment, and a fourth for the stor- 
age of fruits and vegetables. 

It will be noted gethat:a_ garage is 
shown in the view of the home.

The third reason is the only one 
which is not open to question. That a 
grand opera organization cannot be 
maintained without difficulty and loss 
for a period of only ten weeks is a 
fact recognized by every one familiar 
in any way with operatic fhanagement. 
Sixteen to twenty weeks are necessary 
if engagement of singers and players, 
securing of repertory rights, and pro- 
portioning of overhead expenses are 
so to be accomplished that heavy def-

ORT ANTONIO, Jamaica.—[Spe | 
cial Correspondence.]—At last I 
‘know how Robinson Crusoe felt 
when he couldn’t get away from 
his beautiful, tropical, palm shaded 
island, @hich, by the way, was one — 
pf these same West Indies, the Isle of 
Tobago—er so says the guide book. 
Here we are, my side partner and I, 
marooned «an this beautiful, tropical, 
palm shaded Jamaica, with no appar- 
ent chance of getting away, except by 
rowboat to Cuba, ninety miles or more 


to the north. 


That is the }main drawback to these 


enchanting amd nearby West Indies. 
There are not nearly enough steamers 
plying between here and the mainland, 


while there is practically no inter-. 


island communiration.

It is doubtless a difficult task%o dis- 
cover beauty in places devoted solely 
to industrial manufacture — even 
though that industry may result in 
such beautiful things as the graceful 
lines of our seagoing vessels. In) the 
shipyard paintings by John C. Johan- 
sen the difficulty of beauty finding is 
sensed clearly, but also the fulfillment 
of the quest is to a certain extent real- 
ized. There is much of beauty in these 
paintings. It may be discovered in the 
color, in the composition, in the set- 
ting, in the gayety of the flying flags, 
or in the earnest devotion of zeal of 
the workmen. But no matter where it 
is discovered, it is there. 


The exhibit does not cause a 
Startling cry of appreciation. It rather, 
from its very nature, grows upon one's 
Sympathy. At first glace the similar- 
ity of the paintings a trifle appals one. 
Almost chills one. But, after a bit, 
under eager examination, the charm 
that must have been in these. busy 
places for the artist thrusts itself into 
notice and one knows their worth.
